In rendering the above report of expenditures from April 1, 
1894, would say that we have relaid about sixty culverts, cov- 
ered seven plank culverts with stone, costing $250, relaid and 
repaired concrete side walks, built 80 yards on bay street, sixty 
yards on elm street, costing $125.00, concreted lower bridge, 
costing $44.00. This bridge has been concreted about eleven 
years and think all bridges should be so protected. 

The road machine has been on all the roads excepts three 
miles, which was sandy. 

We have acted with the selectmen by vote of town, and con- 
tracted with the Canton Bridge Co. to build the Cross bridge, 
to be erected by the first of April, 1895, to be paid for in thirty

Report of the School Board 


FOR THE 
TOWN SCHOOL DISTRICT OF NORTHFIELD. 


Citizens of Northfield: 


In compliance with the requirements of law, and with previous 
custom we submit to your consideration and just criticism the 
following brief report: 

The schools have been conducted by teachers who have had a 
worthy appreciation and realization of the importance and re- 
sponsibility of their positions and with a general degree of suc- 
cess. It has been the highest endeavor of the school board, so 
far as possible to secure teachers of moral and mental worth, 
and having obtained them to retain their services. Most of 
our teachers have been workers, and it should be understood 
by all that the school room is a place for constant and earnest 
work. We think a pleasant relationship has generally existed 
between teachers and scholars, and where any unpleasantness 
has occurred we believe the cause has been as much, if not more, 
with the parents, than with the scholars. 

We have, at a reasonable expense, introduced instrumental 
music in three of the school rooms, (Bay Hill, Centre and Rand, ) 
which has been heartily welcomed by parents, teachers aud 
scholars. We believe that it should be-placed in every school 
room. ‘The succcess of our schools for the coming year de- 
pends, not alone upon the action of your school board, but 
on the united action and efforts of school board and teachers, 
with pupils and parents; and especially would we urge upon the 
latter the importance and necessity of supplementing the efforts 
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of the teachers in maintaining discipline by a good, wholesome 
home influence. : 

The question of many small schools, or of as few as are prac- 
tical, with a larger membership, with distance to overcome will 
continually confront us. There is but little difference in the ex- 
pense of supporting a small school or one of reasonable size. 
Good teaching ability can be commanded at about the same 
price, whether there be in the school a membership of three or 
fifteen scholars. If we have many small schools, one of two 
things must take place—either the school fund must be in- 
creased or the amount of schooling cut down. On the other 
hand if we have few schools, with a larger membership, distance 
must be overcome. We think it better for tax payers and pu- 
pils to co-operate with the school board in overcoming distance 
to a reasonable extent, than to support too many small schools. 

We have not fully expended the appropriation for the repair- ’ 
ing of school buildings, because we could not secure the neces- 
sary labor at the proper time. ‘The school houses in Bean Hill 
and Pond districts have been painted. The shed at the Rand has 
been repaired and painted, and blinds placed on the school 
house, and we think we have paint enough on hand and paid 
for to paint the buildings in Oak Hill and Hodgdon districts. 
The sheds in Tebbetts, Pond and Hodgdon districts need clap- 
boarding and painting and we believe that blinds should be placed 
on the school houses. We recommend an appropriation of fifty 
or seventy-five dollars to accomplish this, which will place the 
school buildings, throughout town, in good repair. 

We recommend an appropriation of one hundred dollars for 
school supplies and two hundred dollars for extra school money, 
which will be a reduction of district taxation from last year. 


We congratulate the citizens of the town district, that for 
the first time in a number of years, they are free from all en- 
tanglements of law suits which have cost the district something, 
although it has the satisfaction and reputation of standing for 
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its rights, of ability to maintain them and the prestige of sub- 
stantial victory. 

We cordially invite all to attend the school meeting, and 
fully, freely, fairly and impartially consider and discuss all 
questions relating to educational matters. 


Bay Hiil. 


The summer and fall terms were under the instruction of 
Miss Mabel W. Glines. Miss Glines is an experienced and 
successful teacher. That the work was satisfactory to parents 
and scholars is in itself sufficient without further comment. 


Bean Hill.

UNION DISTRICT. 


In making our report of this year we feel that the several 
schools under our charge have made good progress, owing large- 
ly to the introduction of a course of studies which was intro- 
duced in 1893. The several grades are now feeling the good 
results, which we are confident will be apparent to all who will ' 
take the trouble to attend the closing exercises in June. 

We wish to call the attention of parents and guardians to the 
deportment, or monthly report, which is presented to you from 
time to time, as this is the standing of the pupil; it is your duty 
if not satisfactory to you, to go to the teacher and find the 
cause and, if possible, have it removed. 

There did not seem to be any call for an evening school, and 
the appropriation made for same is in the Treasurer’s hands. 
_ We suggest it remain there for the next year’s evening school 
if there should be a call for the same. 

The district has now paid fifteen hundred dollars on the Dr. 
Gould lot; three hundred dollars and interest now remains, 
which we recommend be paid this year and thereby clear the 
district from debt. 

Under instructions from the district at the last annual meet- 
ing we have secured, through Mr. Frank Hill, tne neccessary 
legislation to enable the district to have, at all times, two old 
members on the board. 
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The annual meeting will be called on Friday evening, March 
22, 1895, at which time you will be called upon to elect one 
member for one year, one member for two years, and one mem- 
ber for three years.
